•- The German planes were appar- 
ently heading for a mass attack 
on London or some Industrial ob- 
jective beyond it. 


Some of the nazi airmen pene- 


trated the first coastal defenses 
and roared inland toward the Brit- 
ish capital, but they fled without 
dropping any bombs when attacked 
by RAF Spitfires and Hurricane 
pursuit planes. 


German 
dive-bombing 
Stukas 


smashed at Britain's great naval 
base of Portsmouth and reported- 
ly left it "a sea of flames" today 
after a night of double-barreled 
terror for 12,000,000 civilians In 
the fiercest air raids of the war 
over London and Berlin. 


Untold numbers were killed, and 
great fires set 
by 
incendiary 


bombs in both capitals. 
In a single London street more 


than 60 fire bombs 
fell 
amid 


tightly-jammed rows of houses as 
a marathon of nazi raiders pound- 
ed the metropolis for seven hours 
and 10 minutes—the fifth straight 
night attack on London and the 
longest sustained attack of the 
war. 
British RAF 
bombers 
struck 


with a 3-hour attack on Berlin be- 
fore dawn, raining high explosives 
and incendiary bombs within two 
miles i"i netcl,.x£euJu-cr Adolf Hit- 
ler's chancellery in the Wllhelm- 
stresse and taking a toll of 10 
known dead and 30 wounded.

BUS RIDE ACROSS INDUSTRIAL 
AREA OF LONDON DURING HEIGHT 


AIR RAID AND BLACKOUT MADE

LONDON, Aug. 29.—W)—There 


Is nothing quite Ilka riding across 
the Industrial section of this black- 
cd-out city in a blacked out bus at 
the height of London's greatest *lr 
raid. 


When I emerged early 
today 


from one of the Associated Press' 
outposts into the eerie half-light 
half-shadow contrived by the black- 
out and hundreds of searchlights 
I had little hope of catching a bus, 


They normally would all be lined 


up along- the curbs, unmoving un- 
til the all clear signal came. I was 
resigned to several miles of walk- 
Ing Interspersed hy dashes into 
shelter. 


But I was wrong. Above the hum- 
ming beat of German propellers 
overheard I caught the sound of an 
approaching bus. How it came to 
be In operation at that time was a 
mystery. 


I flagged it down and clambered 


'n, notwithstanding the conductor's 
'•/arnlng that it was bound only as 
far as a certain bridge, (The Brit- 
ish censor-likes to have people say 
"certain bridge" Instead of naming 


I sat in darkness with other pas- 
sengers. 


There was no other traffic on 


the rond and there was just enough 
diffused light from London'! Of- 


fensive searchlights to show our 
sure-handed driver the way. No 
one talked, 
I eat on the edge of the seat as 
the bus careened around 
corner 


after corner. It seemed that the 
trip would never end, although It 
must have taken only a few min- 
utes. Tho sound of bombs and anti- 
aircraft fire welled up in the dis- 
t: nee. 


Finally the great lumbering ve- 


hicle slowed down at its destin- 
ation and the conductor 
out of 
habit called out, "All change," Of 
course, there was nothing to change 
to. 


The bridge 'loomed up beyond. If 


the streets I had traveled'had not 
been likely targets, this bridge cer- 
tainly would be, I stepped off Into 
its unknown darkness. 
From the moving apexes of the 


searchlight cones in the sky I felt 
sure that a German plane was 
overhead. He seemed to be almost 
at 
my 
neck. It was for all the 


world like walking past the ceme. 
tery as a child. 
The hundreds of yards of ths 


bridge seemed endless and the alti- 
tude of the droning plane so slight. 
I restrained an Impulse to run, 
Finally I reached the end of the 


bridge and the home guardsmen 
on 
duty 
there passed me on. 1 


moved hastily to the dublou* ibelt- 
er of brick walls.

Many model ships, of vary- 
ing degrees of workmanship, testi- 
fy to the gratitude of 
seafarers,

dent. The variety is endless, and 
the symbolism is inspiring. Sup- 
pose, as the frontiersman used to 
notch his gun, Christians should 
make marks on the fly-leaves of 
their Bibles for every remember- 
ed special providence of the Lord: 
they would soon have to insert ex- 
tra fly-leaves. 


"Forget not all His benefits," is 


the adjuration of the Psalmist to 
his own soul. "Remember" is an 


oft-recurring word in the Bible. 
One comments, "Our joyless lives 
are often due to bad memories," 
We are too seldom definitely con- 
scious of the bounties of our Heav- 
enly Father. 


Perhaps the 
greatest 
religious 


defect in our lives is taking God 
for granted. Wo forget that His 
constant care is definitely dealing 
with us, day by day. These are 
times to "count your blessings;" 
while not indifferent to the world's 
sufferings, we are to name to our- 
selves, one by one, the heaped-up 
benefits of which we are the re- 
cipients. "Bless the Lord, O my 
soul; and forget not all His bnee- 
fits: Who forgiveth all thine ini- 
quities; who healeth all thy dis- 
eases; 
Who redeemcth thy 
life 


from destruction; 
who crowneth 


thee with loving-kindness and ten-

eagle's. The Lord executeth right- 
eousness and judgment for all that 
are oppressed. He made known

Like as a 
father pitieth his children, so the 
Lord pitieth thorn that fear Him. 
For He knowcth our frame; He 
remembcreth that we are dust." 


On the world's dark horizon tho 


one bright light is tho pardoning 
mercy of God. He will'yet with- 
hold His wrath, and restore the 
lives He has broken. When fear of 
Him awakens amongst 
mankind, 


the hand of the destroyer will be 
stayed. Higher than high interna- 
tional politics Is tho truth of the 
forgiving kindness of God. This is 
the truo stabilizer' for our wobbly 
times. The patience and everlast- 
fngness of the Divine love exceeds 
even the sinning of mankind. The 
faithful should have the audacity 
to thank God for the peace that is 
yet to come. So let us be glad and 
grateful in God and for God.

duled to start Tuesday. Proponents 
of conscription were optimistic the 
bill would be passed, and oppon- 
ents 
privately 
conceded 
that 
chances of defeating It were slim. 
The bill, as passed by the senate, 


contained the following major pro- 
visions: 


1—All male citizens or prospec- 


tive citizens from 21 through 30 
would be required to register, with 
few exceptions. 
2—Registered men would be sub- 
ject to call for a year's compulsory 
military service. 
8—The men called for service 
would be selected In an "impartial 
manner," and in such numbers as 
the president specifies. The maxi- 
mum number of trainees at any 
one time Is limited to 900,000. 
Increase In Army Pay 
The bill provided for an increase 
in the basic army pay from $21 to 
$30 a month. 
Exemption from service would be 
granted registrants who are physi- 
cally or mentally unfit, who have 
dependents, or who are employed In 
necessary agricultural or industrial 
jobs. 


If the measure should be approv- 


ed In substantially the same form 
by the house, a registration date 
probably would be set by the presi- 
dent about 15 days after the legis- 
lation became law. By October 10. 
the army would expect to induct 
its first quota of conscripts, ap- 
proximately 75,000 young men. If 
army plans materialized, 400,000 
would be in training by January 1 
and 4 00,000 more by April 1. 


The version of the Burke-Wads- 


worth bill now in the house com- 
mittee differs on one big point 
from the senate-approved measure. 
It would make all men between 21 
and 46 subject to registration and 
possible service. 
Attempts to Nullify Beaten 


The end came in the senate after 


conscription forces had beaten off 
attempts to postpone or nullify the 
draft provisions, 


The conscrlptlonists themselves 


joined in adding some extraneous 
amendments, 
notably 
the

amendment by Senators Russell 
(D-Ga) and Overtoil (D-La) giving 


industrial plants jfor the manufac- 
ture of defense materials. 


The president would be authoris- 


ed to direct institution of condem-

either the secretary of war or the 
secretary of the navy "determines 
that any existing 
manufacturing 
plant or facility is.necessary for 
the national defense "and Is unable 
to arrive at an agreement with the 
owner of such plant or facility for 
its use or operation" by the war or 
navy department. 


The departments would be em- 


powered to take over the plant and 
operate It pending court actl&n. 


May Meet Opposition 
Some house members predicted 


the "conscript Industry" provisions 
would meet strong opposition next 
week, but said they anticipated lit- 
tle fight on another of the final 
changes—the amendment of Sen- 
ator Adams (D-Colo), which would 
extend the present aircraft profit 
limitation of 7 and 8 per cent to 
cover guns, ammunition, material 
and other equipment. 


The Adams amendment ran coun- 
ter to requests of the administra- 
tion and defense commission for 
the suspension of the aircraft and 
warship profit limitation snow ef. 
fective. Provisions for their suspen- 
sion are incorporated in the excess 
profits tax measure the house took 
up today. 


Senators explained that If con- 
gress approved the proposed sus- 
pension of the profit limitations, 
the Adams provision would become 
inoperative. 


Once the senate has passed the 
bill, Senator McKellar (D-Tenn) 
called up a $5,008,000,000 house-ap- 
proved defense appropriations bill, 
making it the unfinished business. 
Principal Provisions 


Of Conscription Bill 


WASHINGTON, ,Aug. 29.—(ff)~ 
Here are the principal provisions 
of the Burke-Wadsworth compul- 
sory Military Training Bill as ap- 
proved by the senate: 


1. All males, with minor excep- 
tions, . from 21 through 30 years 
of age would be required to reg- 
ister. 


2. Those registered would be- 
come liable for service with the 
nation's armed 
forces 
for 12 


months in peace-time, or longer 
if congress found the national in- 
terest imperiled.

900,000 
trainees 


could be in service at any /one 
time. 


6. Trainees who completed ac* 


tive service would became mem- 
bers of the reserves for 10 years 
and subject to retraining at In- 
tervals. 


7. Selection of trainees would 


be based on quotas for cach state, 
with credit being given for men 
already in the armed forces.

9. Employers would be required 


where possible, to reomploy men 
who left jobs because of- being 
conscripted.

11. The President would be au- 
thorized to establish local boards 
and appeal boards to classify men 
registered and pass on applica;
